Advance of the .Bvitiah Egryptian 
Expedition— A Well Etiuipiied 
Party. 



Gunboats to Play an Important 
Part iu a Vij^orous 
Campaign. 



Caiho, Sept. 11. — The advance of the 
British-Egyptian expedition up the riv- 
er Nile, with Dongola, if not Khartoum, 
as the objective point, is now in full 
swing after months of struggling with 
the terrific heat and cholera, during 
which the work of railroad building and 
passing the gunboats in sections up tlio 
sivor and over tlie cataracts has been 
carried on incessantly by the 
troops under the direction of Brit- 
ish officers, a number of them 
liaving already given up their lives 
as a sacrifice to the task undertaken. 

Latest dispatehes from the front say 
that the North Staffordshire regiment, 
numbering 900 men, arrived at Kosheh 
cam]), the southernmost fortified post on 
the is' ile yesterday. Tliey are to he pushed 
forward to Absarrat with the main body 
of cavalry. Cavalry scouts report that 
the dervishes are still io view south of 
Duglo, but the enemy retreats at the 
slightest .sign of a forward movement. 
The Anglo-Egyptian scouts are feeling 
the way for tlie advance guard steiylily 
and are ])usliing on to Kasbar, 14 mile-t. 
further south. All the troops, black and 
white, are full of enthusiasm and 
anxious for a brusli witli the enemy. 
The weather is hot in the extreme, l)ut 
the soldiers are benefiting from being 
on' the move. All the troops taking 
part in tlie expedition are now on the 
march towards DongOla. Duglo, hither- 
to held by a small force of cavalry, is 
being fortified and added to the -string 
of depots connecting the expedition witli 
VVady Haifa, the real base of supplies. 

The operations began in March last, 
when troops were hurried up the Nile to 
Wady Haifa, the southernio'st post, 
altliough the railroad ran to Sarars, 
About -10 miles south from Wady Haifa, 
since that time the railroad desert cam- 
paign line bas been extended to Aka- 
sheh, CO miles, from the latter place to 
Absarrat, about 75 miles. In the first 
seven days of the campaign 4,000 inen, 
in every way fully equipped, moved 
southward, and in spite of gieat difli- 
culties in the transportation there are 
now some ,15,000 men, not including 
natives, einployed in the transport ser- 
vice, moving south with a Hotilla of 
about 15 stern-wheel gunboats, some of 
them towing over 200 other boats and 
barges loaded with- supplies, ammu- 
nition, etc. 

At every station between Absarrat 
and Wady Haifa, hospitals for the care 
ot the wounded and sick have been es- 
tablished; in a word, Sindara, or the 
commander of the Angio-I^gytilians, Sir 
Herbert U. Kitchener, an ofhcer who is 
thoroughly versed in desert warfare and 
a man of great dash ami gallantry, bas 
left nothing undone which might pro- 
mote the success of the campaign against 
the sultan of the Soudan, Abdul Lab 
j;i Taiuha, otherwise Abdullah-.el'^Kha- 
lifa, who claims to be • the. . successor 
of the.famous El Mahdi, who caused 
the British so much trouble years ago. 
It is lbi&c.ed.upon as more than probable 
l^at the gunboats will play a very im- 
portant part in the campaign. They are 
from 100 to 175 feet long, have 20 to '27 
feet beam, only draw two feet of water 
when fully loaded, are able to make M 
miles an hour and carry a largo number 
of men and low haiges, etc., containing 
many more men. 

I'^acli gunboat carries a twelve-pounder 
cpiick-firing Maxim gun able to dis- 
charge a sliot every three seconds. 
Mounted forward on an armored citadel' 
deck ainidships are a conning-tower and 
electric searchlight, another lighter Max- 
im from seven to twenty feet above the 
water line, and the armament of these 
ideiullv boats is completed with -two 
quick-firing six-poundcrs and six to 
eight more Maxims. Besides these guns, 
tiome of the larger gunboats (!arr3r24- 
pounder Armstrongs, capable of deliver- 
ing a very effective fire at long range. 
The hulls' of the gunlxiats are construct- 
ed in sections, enabling them to be taken 
apart and put together again in a very 
short space of time. Tlio soldiers on 
boa'rd stand in a shallow hull wod pro- 
tected by patches, which are capable of 
being folded for an admirable portable 
breastwork. The gunners ascend into 
the conning towers by a circular armor- 
ed staircase, and, seated well, above the 
banks of the Nile, they can deliver a 
very destructive fire along both banks. 
The gunboats are manned by British 
sailors and soldiers. s

WOOLLY APHIS, 

The Inspector of Fruit Pests Advises 
Orchard Owners to Spray Their 
Trees. 

R. M, Palmer, inspector of fruit pests, 
who has lately been visiting the Alberni 
country, reports that an increased inter 
est in fruit culture ia being evinced by 
the farmers there as they find a ready 
local market owing to the amount of 
mining and prospecting in the district. 
A number of young trees have been 
planted this year and small fruits have 
not been forgotten. Mr. Palmer directs 
the attention of the owners of orchards 
to the appearance of woolly aphis on 
apple trees. The pest has been pretty 
well held in check during the auinmer 
by predaceouB insects feeding upon it, 
but is now very apparent and threatenn 
to spread rapidiy during the next few 
weeks, especially if tlry weather con- 
tinues. The white woolly masses in 
which this peat appears on the trunk 
and main liiubs of apple trees should be 
touched with a Hwab or brush dipped in 
coal oil or the No. 1 spraying mixture 
advised by tho department (lime, salt 
and sulphur wash) and all sap shoots or 
suckers which are usually badly infected 
cut offer burned. As soon as the fruit 
ia gathered the tree should be thorough- 
ly sprayed.

A WARNING. 

There has been in Great Britain in 
this year of grace 1S9G a aigniil exiimple 
of the tlaiigcr to a uomnuiiiity of tlie 
neglect of vacciiuition. In the city of 
Gloucester, some time ago, there arose a 
prejudice against vaccination. The 
anti-vaccination istB were active in tlieir 
O{>posltion to and loud in tlieir protests 
against the enforcement of the law which 
made vncci nation coniptilsory. Tiiey 
made iii iny converts. So lii'iiur.d did 
the dialilie to vaccinati(jii beiiojiie aiid so 
Btroni,',tli;iL it l)ut:;une partol tlie [inlitirs 
of the community, and tlie caiidiiiate for 
either parliamentary or civic honors 
in' the uity of Gloucester was re- 
quired to declare ^^.llethcr lie was 
for or against compulsory vinvi nation. 

''The resistanco to \'a<'ci nation," R.ays 
a coiTi'spuiident of the 'J'inies,, "was 
eoiuiiieiK'ud liy the establishiuent of a 
local an ti- vaccination society .in the 
nity, the promoters of which, without 
openly making vaccination a political 
question, succeeded in identifying it in 
ati irregular way witli the liberal 
party." " The i)ossil)i!ity of sucli an 
achievement," adds the Tiiiics rather 
Boijrly, "constitutes part of the price 
which Euglislimen aro called upon to 
pay for political freedom aud representa- 
tive government. . . One of the 
characteristic tendencies of modern elec- 
tioneering is to exalt and to glorify 
ignorance and to induce ignorant jieople 
to btdievo tiiat their criKlc notions are of 
suHicieiit value to be taken seriously 
into account." 

However this may be, the citizens of 
'Gloucester were destined to pay dearly 
for their antipathy to vaccination and 
their neglect to use it as a preventive 
against the spread of Hiaallpo.x. Nino 
years ago the Gloiu;estei' Board of (luar- 
iliana iiaasetl a ressolutiou that " the 
lioard of Guardians take no further pro- 
ceedings in vabclnation prosecutions 
authorized by the Board," and th^ 
Central Local Governraent Board of 
London' neglected to take the proper 
inean.s to (compel the enforcement of the 
law. Till! c(jnEO!(|iienfe was that a very 
large number of the children tho city 
were .siili'cred to remain unvaccinatcd. 
The autiiorities, in short, tor a series of 
years did their atmast to make the city 
of Gloucester the right.kind of soil for 
the virus of the smallpox to grow and 
flourisli in. 

What might ba\'o been expected to 
follow in courHo of time diil take place. 
The smalljio.'c made its appearance in 
Gloiici-Bler in .laiuiary (jf the ])re.sent 
year. In that mouth there were tifty 
cases; in the city, and it b^gan to spread 
like wildfire. The Oity Oounell and the 
people became alarmed and consulted 
the doctors as to what they must do to 
stay the ])laguo. Tlio doctors prescribed 
vacciuntioa, rovaccinaLion and isolation. 
In their fright the citi/.ona forgot their 
antipathy to revaccination and more 
than 30,000 vaccinations were effected 
Wheik,,the reader is informed ^ that 
the population of the city ' is 
only 40,000, ho will have a good idea 
as to how general the scare was 
and how completely the people were 
cured of their haired of vaccination. 
There wore in the city during the win- 
ter 2,030 cases of smallpox aud 413 deaths 
from the disease, 'In May tho epidemic 
had been brought under control, and by 
tho end of Julyit had completely disap- 
peared. "While the disease was raging 
in the city the surrounding towns and 
villages took the alarm and Gloucester 
was boycotted. It was threatened with 
a complete stoppage of trade, and tho 
loss its 'inhabitaata suffered from the,

The fact that at last a Bishop is about 
to hecome a bicyclist has been the signal 
for a great deal of controversy, and the 
whole iiroljlem of ofli(nal dignitv, and 
what infringes it and what does not, has 
been raised in its aentest form. It lias 
long ijcen admitted that curates, vicars, 
and rectors may ride a cycle, and even 
Rural Deans are by common consent 
allowed to do their visitations on a 
"safety." ,\s yet, however, the line 
has heen drawn, and drawn strictly, at 
Kural j)eaiiH. .\bove that rank it" has 
not been considered consistent with 
eeclesia.stical ilignity to go a-wheel. 
Archdeacons, fJeans, Bishops and Arch- 
bishops have all been ruled out of the 
delights and conveniences of pedalling. 
A vicar may run all over his parish on a 
tandem witli bis curate, but the lujtion ol 
a liisliop "cutting about" his diueesi! 
on a bicycle seems utterly abliorrent to 
iiiaiiy minds. .Vml yet 'there is some- 
thing iieculiaily arbitrary anil unreaHon- 
able in maintaining i.his " taboo." Wo 
pri'scribe for . ■ill the greater dignitaries 
of the Churcli a costume wliicli specially 
lends itself to the cycle, and j'et we try 
to forbid them tlie usi! of the wheel. To 
jjut a man into neat black gaiters is to 
subject him to adaily temptation to take 
to a bicycle. The absence of trousers is 
a tacit and perpetual invitation to the 
road. The curate and the rector before 
they go for a spin must deal witli 
their trousers iid • one of the 
many, but all of them difficult and 
tiresome, ways relied on by those who 
do not use • breeches or knickerbockers 
for riding. They must either tuck their 
troiifierg into their socks — a Bohemian 
expedient hardly to be recomiiiended to 
the clerL'y — or they must use some form 
of steel clij), for the employment of 
india-rubber bands, though occasionally 
practised by men of letters, is far too un- 
tidy for those who want to set a good 
example in the parish. An Arphdeacop, 
a Deali, a Bishop, or an Archbishop need 
be troubled by none of these trouble- 
some devices. At any and every moment 
of tlie day he is ready equipped to spring 
upon the saddle. The maximum of 
preparation required by him Idtogive'a 
eligfit reef to his apron, and even this 
can be avoided by riding a bicycle -^vith 
a drop-frame — i.e., a lady's machine. 
Wo cannot indeed imaizin'e n * more 
pathetic situation than that of a 
cycling vicar who has become a 
Bishop. " While I could ride my 
machine," he will reflect with bitter- 
ness, " there always was tho horrid an- 
noyance of trousers, aud the necessity 
fo* adopting some plan for prcyenling 
them 'catching in ^ the pedals.. Now the 
trousers have gone, an,a I woar daily ih- 
stefid an! 'ideal ' cyclingvibbstiihie.' 'Yet

When it is consistent with the 
dignity of a liiwliop to apjiear in jniblic 
on a bicyvile, no ordinary citizen can 
think that ho will be lowered in the 
esteem of the public by usiitg a wheel 
whenever business requires or ej^erciso

The following interesting letter from 
Mr. Frank II. Price, of Cowiclian hike, 
will no doubt he read with keen interest 
by all anulers, giving as it does direct 
cuntradictioii , baaed on actual experi- 
ence, to tlie statement so often heard 
tliat British Columbia salmon will not 
take tlie lly. Mr. Price relates his ex- 
l)erieiice thus : 

"As there is a great deal of doubt 
existing as to whether the salmon of 
British Columbia will take a fly or not, I 
aliould feel very pleased if you would 
publish the following account of a day's 
tiahinir Mr. W. E. (Jliver, of Victoria, 
and 1 had on Wedneaday last on the 
Cowichan river. Having ni/ide up our 
minds to lisli the river d.o.vn for a few 
miles, we conirneiu'cd at about Id a.m., 
both using a smiill bro.su harkle, In 
the first i)ool 1 hooked a fair-t-i/..-d trout 
and having landed him safely niaile a 
lew more casts, when with a rush my 
line flew out across the pool. I thought 
it wi!.^ a very fine trout, hut upon land- 
ing him I found it to be a splendid con- 
ditioned salnion weighing , lbs. We 
both admired him- very niiicii, but did 
not think so much of it— that is, the fact 
of Its being a salmon, ae we 
had both heard before of peo- 
ple taking an occaBlbnal one 
liut had never seen it proven. However we 
decided to lish on down and return and 
try tlie same jjool in the evening. Get- 
ting back ])robably half an hour before 
dark, f5;we changed (lies, [lutting on a 
medium sized Scotch sea trout lly, the 
name of which neither of us knew, pick- 
ing them o at of a collection .Mr. Oliver 
had bruu.dit from Scotland with him. 
Having adjusted our tackle, i\!r. Oliver 
took the head oftlie|i)ool ami I the tail — 
the resiill was that in about half an 
hour or three-quarters of an hour we 
landed five beautiful salmon, the largest 
3^ lbs. and the smallest 2 lbs. As I 
have never hoard of salmon being taken 
with fly iri such quantities anywhere in

Peculiar Tactics of Ainerlcaa Keve 
nne Patrol' Oilleers-Story 
of Shipwreck. 



Acting on behalf of the Imperial gov 
ernment, Messrs. Duvie, Pooley & Lux- 
ton have entered proceedings in tlie 
Admiralty court asking for the condem- 
nation of the sealing schooners/ Beatrice 
and Ainoka, which are now under seizure 
for alleged infraction of the Behring Sea 
Act, 185)4. The claim for condemnation 
ia based on the ground that the vessels 
yiolated the provision forbidding seal- 
ing within a zone of CO miles off the 
PribylofT islands. Messrs. Djpake, Jack- 
son & Helmcken have been retained for 
the defence of both achodners. 

In the'case of the schooner Aurora 
■which was the last of the seized vessels 
to return to port, fresh evidence is ob 
^tained of the bitterneaa felt by Lieut 
Bellinger of the Ruali toward British 
k Coluoibia aealers and also of ttie denio- 
cracy of }be American naval service ai 
contrasted with the Britfah. The cap 
tain of the Ktiah ia stated to have been 
»trongly in favor of accepting the testi- 
mony of the schooner's log in regard to 
the mutilated skins; Bellinger, liowever, 
was determined tliat theschooner ahoiihl 
be seized and informed his superior of 
ticer that if he did not take the Aurora 
into custody he (Bellinger) would report 
Mm to Captain Hooper as soon as the 
Ruaii arrived at Datcli Harbor. Captain 
Roberta thereupon, inatead of orileriiit? 
the Lieutenant to his cabin as a British 
commander undoubtedly would have 
done under the circumstances, took liis 
Bubordinate's threat and iseized the 
schooner. Bellinger, it will be remem 
bered, is the officer who was also re 
si>on8i ble for last j^ear'a aeizurea since 
pronounced lyijastified by the courts. 

After the skins had been returned to 
the Bchoonerat Dutch Harbor with the 
information that they were .full of shot- 
holes. Captain Brown ' examined them 
for the first time since they left the 
Aurora on the 10th of the montli. 
On the skin that was marked 
" nine holes " being examined, the mark 
of the gaff was found in the middle, 
while along the edge, under the blubber, 
was a spot about two inches square that 
had been nibbled by rats; in several 
places the skin was eaten through, but 
over the whole surface the roots of the 
hair could be plainly seen. Then 
close examination was made of all the 
skins on board, several being found that 
had been nibbled by the rats in pre- 
cisely the same manner as those seized 
for. These were shown to Capt. Fleit of 
the Icarus, who declined to give them 
critical inspection, explaining that be 
waa no judge of furs. Capt. Brown then 
asked if the Icarua would let the schooner 
have six sacks of coal to bring her home 
on, and even this small favor was re- 
fused, the Naval commander saying that 
it was entirely beyond his power. Capt. 
Hooper was next asked for the coal and 
readily a jpplied it, 

" It seems," says Capt. Brown of the 
Aurora, in discuBsing his seizure, " that 
the American authorities only want the 
slightest pretext to seize a vessel, for 
any man with fair common-sense would 
know that a man who waa guilty of an 
illegal act, knowing that by it he im- 
perilled bis vessel and cargo, would try 
and conceal everything as much as pos- 
sible. Bat these four skins that all the 
trouble waa about were aalted separately 
from the rest, and entered in the oflicial 
log book 80 that they would naturally 
be the first thing examined. And it 
would be hardly worth while for any 
captain to use the gun on four seals to 
risk his vessel and the loss of bis whole 
eeaaon, which means very much to 
him." 

A STniNO .\TTACnKD. 

It turns out that there was a joke in 
the proposition made by the Oriental 
Steamshio Company to San Diego, siiys 
the Riverside Press. The peoi)le Iher 
understood that San Diego waa to tie the 
terminus of the line from Japan; but 
when matters reached the point where 
papers were to he signed guaranteeing 
a certain amount of return freight per 
month, Mr. Asano informed the San 
Diegans that the steamship company 
would stop at San Diego, but reserved 
the right to stop also at San Francisco 
orany point on the coast. The chamber 
of commerce promptly rejected the pro- 
poaition, and their action waa backed 
up by ttae Los Atigeles chamber of com 
merce, that has been working in har- 
mony with San Diego to secure the 
' Bteamabip line.

A story of shipwreck in which Seattle 

geoplo are interested fiaa reached the 
ound city. W. J. Becker, who furnish- 
ed the information, aays that about 150 
miles north of Vancouver a launch, on 
which were VV. S. Anderson and D. Mc- 
Donald, one from Seattle and the other 
from San Francisco, waa found on the 
beach badly battered and full of water. 
In the boat were found aeveral copies of 
the Post-Intelligencer, some books and 
a box filled with curiosities and sheila 
and addressed to "Miss McFarland, 
Seattle." Two days previous to the dis- 
covery of the wreck, J5ecker and his 
party, who \\m; out cruising, had met 
and become slightly ucquaitited with its 
former occupants. Mr. Becker says that 
there waa a good tender attached to the 
launch, so ho has hopes that no lives 
were lost. 

THE " MOOLTAN'S " AHKIVAL. 

The British ship Mooltan, which sailed 
from Vancouver witii lumber for Ade- 
laide, arrived at her destination on May 
14. " Bar Luxuries," as the Mooltan's 
genial skipper waa nick-named, reports 
agoodpaasage considering light winds. 
He saya'ihatthe Geneial Gordon, Capt. 
Worrall, which loaded at Moodyville, 
arrived at.Sydney on the same day. The 
McNplten'a,'. cargo was considered the 
best landed there for many a year. Uo 
expected to come baick iu ballast, but 
has been chartered to load, ore' for Rot- 
terdam. 

A NKW FRKKIUTICU aUILDINa. 

Captain Georgfs Cavin is at work upon 
a new steamer for his own use. The 
vessel is somewhat similar in design to 
the well known Vancouver tug Fingal, 



being specially modelled as a freighter.

Victoria Bar Associiition Protest 
Against the Appoiiitiueut of 
an Ontario Man. 



They Believe That Only a British 
Columbia Barrister Should 
Have the Seat. 



■ On account of the report that there is 

a likelihood of the Dominion govern- 
ment appointing Mr. Barron, an Ontario 
barrister, to the vacant seat on the 
Supreme court bench of British Colum- 
bia, the Victoria Bar Association met 
yealerday and passed a resolution pro- 
testing against the appointment of any 
one not a member of the bar of this pro- 
vince. The following was the resolution 
decided upon : 

" Whereas it has been rumored that 
there is a possibility that the vacant 
office of puisne judge of the Supreme 
Court oflBritish Columbia may be tilled 
by the appointment of a ijarrister not a 
member of the bar of Biitisti Columbia, 
contrary to the oractice which has pre 
vailed with respect to such appoint' 
menta for a period of over 20 years ; 

" Be it therefore resolved by the Bar 
Association of the city of Victoria that 
any departure . from the said practice 
would be detrimental to the beet in- 
terests of the public as well as of the 
profession in British Columbia. 

" Be it further resolved, that in the 
opinion of tliis association this province 
should be regarded as within the benefit 
of the provisions of section 97 of the 
B. N. A. Act, taken together with sec 
tion 10 of the Terms of Union with rca- 
pect to such appointments: 

" And be it further resolved, that this 
association do respectfully protest 
against the appointment of any person 
not now a member of the Bar (.i British 
Columbia in active practice ; 

" Ami be it further resolved, tliac it is 
necessary to the due and eflective ad- 
ministration of juatiee within the prov- 
ince that the said vacanjy be filled with 
as little delay as poasible." 

The sections of the B. N, A. Act and 
Terms of Union arociuoted in support of 
the contention that the appointment of 
judges properly belongs to the Province 
instead'of the Dominion. 

It was decided to telegraph the resolu- 
tion to tlie Minister of Justice at Ottawa 
and to mail copies to the Minister of 
Justice, the Attorney-General lor British 
Columbia, the reinesentatives of the 
province in parliament, and to the Van- 
couver Bar AsHociatioii. 

Another very important mutter brought 
up was that of the meeting of represen- 
tatives of the bars of tlie various pro- 
rinces, to he held in Montreal on Sep- 
tember 15, for the purpose of forming a 
Dominion Bar Association. It was de- 
cided that the Victoria Bar Association 
should be represented, and Messrs. P. 
8. Lampman, A. Morrison, M.P., and 
W. W. B, Mclnnes, M.P., were chosen 
as delegates. . 

A ROAIIINO FURNACE. 

The Montreal Steam Laundry Utterly De- 
stroyed With All lis Contents. 

MoNTiiicAL, Sept. 11. — The extensive 
new building of the Montreal steam 
laundry waa burned early yesterday 
morning. The watchman first noticed 
the flames and gave the alarm, but be- 
fore the firemen arrived the place was a 
roaring furnace. EvRrything was lost 
and the valuable machinery was entire- 
ly destroyed. The loss is estimated at 
1200,000, with barely $60,000 insurance.

Therefore the Municipal Council of the Cor- 
p'oratloQ of the City of Victoria enacts ss fol- 
lows: 

1. Noenr weighing with its passengers more 
than eight and one Imll tons hIuiU be allowed 
to cross the Jaiiies Hay bridge or the Kock Hay 
bridge, and no such car shall be permitted or 
BUll'ored to carry over either of the said bridges 
more than 30 passeiigers at any one time. 

2. No car sljnll be propelled at a higher rate 
of (■iieed.tlmy lour mllei an hour when crossing 
any bridge or trcslle work, and .vlien on a 
bridge or Irestlo work no car shall approach 
c loser to any other car than 200 lee t. 

3. Should there b& any foot pasiengera on any 

crossing before the car approaches thesame, the 
car Khali be stoppei SO as' to' pon^t luoh pas- 

Benxira to cross. ^ ■ ' . '■ 

4. Kach car is to bo supplied with a gong, 
whicb shall be sounded by themotorneer or the 



driver when tbe car approaches to within fifty 
feet of each croBblng. . 

S. Tl^e cars shall jiiot. be wilfully driven 
against apy person or anlmal whUst being upon 
or crossing any ot the streets of the city. 

S, No passenger shall be allowed to rtde or 
travel on the roof of any car. 

7. No car shall carry more paEsengors than 
the same can conveniently aecommodato, and 
tho ntunber of passengers each ear can accom- 
modate shall be previously ilied and deter- 
mined by tho City Engineer or Surveyor, and 
indicated upon a card posted inside, and paint- 
ed in plain figures on the letter board outside 
of each car. \ .' ' 

8. Tho route through 'which each cat has to 
run shall be conspicuously marked, allixed or 
Indicated In letters on the outside of the car. 

P. After sunset the oars shall be provided 
with coloured signal lights, on the fron\ and 
rear of tho roof, and the route shall be indicated 

In letters on such lights. 

10. Smoking shall only bo allowed on the front 
iilatform of closed cars, and tbe rear seat and 
platform of open cars. ■ 

11. No car shall be allowed to s'ton on or over 
a crossing, or in front of any Intersecting 
streets, except to avoid a collision, or prevent 
danger to perEons in the streets, or for other un- 
avoidable reasons, and no cars shall bo left or 
remain In the streets at any time, uuless wait- 
ing for possengera. 

12. When It shall be necessary to stop at the 

intersection of .streets to receive or leave pas- 
sengers, the car shall be stopped so as to leave 
the roar platform slightly over the last cross- 
ing. 

13. Couduclors or motorueers, or,drtvers,8hBU 
bring the cars to a stop when passengers get on 
and oiToarg: Provided, however, that the oars 
shall only be required to stop' at public cross- 
ings, or at intersections ol public streets, or at 
such other regular stopping places as may be 
from time to time fixed by the Company. 

It. There shall be a conductor as well as a 
driver or motorneer on each car, e.xceiit on 
such portions of the lines as may be hereafter 
determined by the Corporation. 

15. The oars shall be properly lighted. 

16. The Consolidated Railway Company shall 
keep all its car tracks free from ice and snow, 
angsball remove such Ice and snow to any place 
that the City Engineer or Surveyor shall direct 
The Corporation may, at Its option, remove the 
fchole, or such part of any ice or snow from 
curb to curb, as it may see lit, from any street, 
or pun of a street, in which curs are running, 
Including the snow from the roofs of houses, 
thrown or fallen Into the streets, and that re- 
moved from the sidewalks into the streets, and 
the Company shall pay ouu-lUlrd of the cost 
thereof. . 

17. When necessary, In case of lire, the Chief, 
or person In charge of the Fire Department, or 
brigade, shall have the right tocut or pulldown 
any wires of tho Couipmiy which obstruct the 
operations of the llromen, or to direct that they 
shall be so cut or iiulled down, and also to re- 
quire the Company to stop the running of its 
cars to or near to the building or buildings 
which may be on fire, and tlio Corporation shall 
not be .liable for any loss or damage thus 
caused, 

18. The Bald Company shall run its cars over 
the whole of tho streets mentioned in the 
Schedule to the agreement in the Act respect- 
lug the Victoria Electric Uaihvay and Lithtiug 
Company, Limited, 57 Victoria, chap. 03, 
Statutes of British Columbia, on which tracks 
are now laid, ormay hereafter bo laid, to the 
liresent city boundary lines on said stieets. 

19. On or before the 3lBt of Match, 1897, tbe 
said Company sliall provide, to the satisfaction 
of the City Engineer or Surveyor all Its cars 
run on any of the said streets, with a guard, 
protector or fender upon the front cud of each 
car, which guard protector or fender shall ex- 
tend at Its foremost point as near to the road 
bed as shall be procticable, and 'shall be so con- 
structed and iidjusted that any person 'or object 
struck by any such car while in motion may be 
either rai.sed from the ground by thesald guard 
protector or fender, and carried along by tho 
said car untiLthe sagie can.be stopped or be 
pushed from the track. 

» 

20. No person, when not in danger ot Injury, 
shall voluntarily get up on any such Kuurd pro- 
tector or fender attached to any car as herein- 
before provided, whether such car be standing 
still or in motion. 

21. The said Company, Its successors and as- 
signs and its olllcials and servaius, shall con- 
form to and fully carry out all tho regulations 
and rules herein contained. 

22. Tbe sa.id . Company, its successors and 
assigns, and its Fcrvants uud officials shall con- 
form to all such further and other regulations 
as the said Council shall from time to time 

deem requisite or necessary to enact fur the pro- 
tection of the persons or property uf .he public. 

23. in case the said Company shall fail at any 
time to comply with or contravene auy of the 
conditions or obligations imposed upon it by 
these regulations, the said Company shall be 
liable to and incur a jpenalty not exceeding |60 
(fifty dollars) foreooh and every such contra- 
vention Of any of the said conditions or obliga- 
tions, and the. enforcement of this section shall 
devolve upon the members of tho police force 
of the city. 

21. These regulations may be cited as the 
" Street Railway Regulations By-Law."

A Meeting In New York Repudiates the 
Platform of tlie Demo-Populistic 
Conventioa at Ctaicaso. 

New York, Sept. 11. — At a mass meet- 
ing held in Cooper Union last ni[;ht 
under the auspices of tliecampnii^n eom- 
mitteo of the JlcICinley league, Terence 
V. I'owderiy, lato master workman of 
the Knii;htH of i,abor, made a strong 
address savin;.,' that he M'as altogether 
against the pretensions of Mr. Bryan 
and tlie Cliieaso convention. He was 
followed by Hon. Warner Millur who 
asserted that the depression in business 
and industrial circles T^aa a natural ru- 
' suit of the WiUon tariff act and the free 
silver agitatioa. In an extended argu- 
ment he endeavored to show that the 
free coinage of silver would result dis- 
astrously to the laboring classes. 

The following resolutions wore adopt- 
ed: " Tlic wage workers of Xow Y'ork 
in Uiass meeting assembled, under the 
auspices of the McICinley League, utter- 
ly repudiate tlie teachings of the plat- 
form adopted by the Derao-T'opuliatic 
national convention at Chicago. We 
hold its doctrines to be dishonest, un- 
patriotic and injurious to the best inter- 
ests of the nation and the workinginen 
of the United States. The national hon- 
or and the nation's prosperity are in- 
volved and depend upon the election of 
the ' Republican candidates, and we 
therefore call upon wage workers every- 
where to support MoKinley and Ho- 
bart."

Tkail, Sept. 8.— (Special)— The day 
before I left Rossland, in company with 
an acquaintance, I took a walk to the 
foot of Red mountain, for the purpose of 
lookin^^ at a mining claim which a com- 
pany of Victorians are developing. As 
I approached the shaft I saw on the 
trail a darlc-brown reptile, with a small 
wicked bead xaised in an attitude of 
o'ffeace. The leptile was about ten 
inches in length, and appeared like a 
croaa between a snake and a lizard. I 
raised iny foot, and, reinemberinK the 
Biblical admonition about the seed of 
the woman hniiBiug the serpent's liead, 
I amote tlie queer thing with my liee'. 
What was my surprise to see the object 
separate like a train of cars. The head 
and about two inches of the body 
glided uj) the hillside and disaj)- 
peared in the crevice of a lock. 
The tail made off down hill witli the 
rest of the body, wriggling andequinn- 
ing as it vent. Half an hour afterwards 
I'saw the tail part lying motionless and 
dead at the foot of the hill. The front 
section of the train I have not seen since. 
On returning to town I related ray 
Btrange ad ventures to a crowd of ac- 
qnaiiitiincea. Ah I concluded J noticed 
a Bort of 8ymj)alhetic look steal over tlie 
countenances of my hearers, and one of 
them — an elderly person with chin 
whiskers — rose slowly and transfix ing me 
with a hard, glassy stare, asked with a 
solemn air: 

" Young man, what is your particular 
brand ? " 

" Jictr your pardon? " I said. 

"Your brand; your favorite tipple; 
Four Crown or Club? I wish to know so 
that I may avoid it in future." 

Happily I have a reputable witness 
and the "got 'em again " remark does 
not apply to my snake story : but I confess 
if any other man liadeaid he saw what 
I did I should have doubted his sanity. 

This morning early at the Meakin 
house here, wliile still asleep, 1 became 
impressed with the idea tliat I liail joined 
the infant class of a Sunday school and 
that the children had united in singing 
the favorite by ran, " There is a Hai)py 
Lard, Far I'"ar Away," at the top of 
their voices. Gradual Ij' I awoke to a 
realizing sense of my surroundings. 
There was no Sunday school in seHsion, 
but some one in the hali was singing in 
a low snufllinR key the hymn referred to. 
I opened my door eatiliously and peered 
out, A Chinaman was propelling a car- 
pet sweeper and nshe worked the handle 
he carolled the intelligence about the re- 
mote land of happiness. Summoning 
him to my door I asked him. 

" John, where did you lenrn that 
song?" . 

"Oh! At Sunday school, A'ictoria, long 
time 'go, me little hoy. Heap Christian, 
me." 

Here was an opportunity and I em- 
barked on a missionary voyage of in- 
quiry. 

"Suppose,'' said I, "you being a 
Christian, a white man were to hit you 
on one side of your face, what would you 
do with the other aide?" 

"Oh!" replied he cheerfully, "me 
km away." 

" ISut, suppose a Japanese were to hit 
you — what would you do then?" 

" Oh I " cried he, and his eyes took on 
a dangerous glitter, " me hit him, too." 

Trail and vicinity have a population 
pf about 2,000. The town is pretlilv sit- 
uated on the west bank of the 
Coluoabla river. Its approachej by 
land and water are easy and safe. 
The steamers of the Columbia and 
Kooteiiay Navigation Co. arrive at and 
depart from here daily. They always 
come loaded with passengers and freight 
for local couBuniera and the mines. 
Nearly all the freight for Rossland is 
handled at Trail. Tlio scenes at the 
wharf and the tramway depot are of a 
very inlc-re.stiiig character. Drays, two 
and four wheeled trucks and express 
wagons may ho seen moving to ami fro 
with heavy freights, and the wonderful 
little rail way wliiidi leads from Trail to 
Rossland lias more goods to haul than it 
can well accommodate. 

The " Father of Trail'' is Col. E. S. 
Topping, who, charmed by the location 
and the great apparent commercial ad- 
vantages, settled here in August, -ISDO. 
The Colonel pre-empted 3C3 acres, de- 
signing to clear and cultivate the land 
pending the i-e^.iing in of the "boom," 
which Ilia judfj;meijt and faitli in tlic 
niines taught him would soon be on the 
way. A sawmill had been erected at 
Sproat's Landing, 18 miles up the river, 
and there Col, Topping procured the 
lumber and erected three small build- 
ings. Shortly afteiwards Mr, and Mrs, 
Frank Ihiniia and children arrived and 
were tlie first family to settle hero. They 
were followed by others, but Trail was of 
slow Krowtb until September 1896, when 
Mr. Heinze visited the district, and after 
a critical examination of its resources 
decided to build his smelter, Ool. Top- 
ping donating forty-three acres and one- 
tliird of the pre-emption as a bonus. 

After the eatablisument of the smelter 
the town advanced by " leaps and 
bounds," Prospecting parties Hoon 
found that the liille in the neighhorlioud 
of the town were as rich in gold as tlioEc 
of Rossland, and numerous mines are 
now being worked hereabout. The eup- 
tdies for these camps are drawn from 
Trail. 

The first hotel of any impOTtauce was 
the Crown Point. There are now sev- 
eral excellent hotels in the town. A 
new eatabllBltnient called the Arlington, 
the property of R. T. Daniel, will he 
opened few dayp. . The building will 
have all the latest improvements, be- 
sides being furnished with costly fur- 
niture. 

Mr. Daniel laas perfected a"B>Btetn of 
waterworks and water was laid on for the 
firet lime to-day. The fbrce obtained by 
gravitation is great and an inch stream 
was sent far above the llagstall" on the 
roof of a four stoiy building. 

The smelter, where some 200 men arc 
iiployed, re(lu(;"a about 'M) tons of 
liosslaiid ore daily. Soon the daily 
capacity will be increased t) 400 tons, 
valued at l|il((,000.

— Tlie St. .Tiunca (ia 
zette, this morniiij,', coiiiiiienting on tlio 
raise in the bank rate to 2}.^ j)er cent, 
and the causes of the outflow of gold, 
Bays : " At anyrate, it is the American 
who dominates the financial situation, 
and he ia likely to continue to do so until 
the election in Xovciinber and aftor- 
wards. As rciL'ards the pro.sjK'cts of tlie 
election, most Enuli.-iluneii assume con- 
fidently that McKinley will bo ('lectod, 
and lie probably will lie, tlioni.,'h it teems 
to us undesirable to S[)ecuiato too freely 
on ttie election where ijuhlic oiiiiiion is 
80 easily irritated by anytliini,' in the 
nature of Kn^lish j)atronat;u or criti- 
oiain. 

" KnfiliHliiiK'n have no particular 
reason to regard with aHectioii a i^arty 
leader whose i)lrttforin includes a viru- 
lent denouncement of England and the 
open threat that English debts will be 
paid in depreciated currency. On the 
other band, there is no reason why they 
should enthuse over a statesman whoeu 
chief political achievement has been to 
raise a Chinese wall tarifF round Ameri- 
can industries in order to maim and 
penalize the Britisli e.Kjjorter. Besidea, 
it would do no good in the long run. 

"If Mr. McKinley suppoaes he has 
won tlio help of Englisli f2;o!d and in- 
fluence, the reaction will bo all the more 
intense when J?ryan coin(!a in, as ia not 
iinprobabh;, in 1,!I00, even tlujiigli lie be 
beaten in November. Tlie object of all 
P^nglishnien is to bo good friends with 
the people of the United States, if the 
pestilential activity of the politicians 
who niisropreHent that peojjle will only 
. allovF it, and this end ia not likely to he 
facilitated by too violent ])artiaanahip."

.Manitoba Catholics, he knows that cer- 
tain liigli ecclesiastic personages are 
not of that mind, but wish entire 
leih'ess or nothiiii; at all, and that owing 
to this (liverL'ence of ojiiniou it has be- 
come nec;cs'sary for the Canadian bishops 
to go to Ixome to lay their views person- 
ally before His Holiness. It is uiuli^r- 
stood that Bishop Decelles, of St. 
I Iyaciij.tlie, r>isliop Lalleche, of Three 
Rivers, anil Bislioi) Laroctjue, of Sher- 
lirooke, will leave soon for Home in this 
cinneetioii. Nearly all the members of 
the tiuebec hierarchy are therefore to 
assemble in Koine. The oonespondent 
adds that while Hon. Mr. Laurier denies 
that Vie has tent a representative to 
Rome, his friends are doing all in their 
power to have him do so, as it will be 
only l)y such measures that an under- 
taking i-an be reached and a settlement 
of the vexed question obtained.

MINING IN ALASKA. 

Growth of the Industry— A Promising Pro- 
perty—Dissatisfied Prospectors^M^e- 
luni from Cook's Inlet. 

N.^.NAi.Mo, Sei)t. 11. — (Special) — The 
ateaiiier Willapa, from Alaska, arrived 
lit 8 o'clock this morning, having left 
Sitka on the 6tb. She brought 45 ealooii 
passengers and about 35 steerage, nearly 
all. miners. Excellent progress in min- 
ing districts is reportediby all. 

One jirnctical mining man, who has 
been vi.siting the country, said he felt 
coiilideiit that in ten years Alaska would 
be the leading mining country of the 
world. During the present year mining 
increased twenty per cent., and a great 
deal of capital is now being invested in 
the country. 

In the neighborhood of the Trendwell 
and Mexican mines another mine of 
even greater promise is being opened 
up and rapidly developed. The well 
known pockety quart/, mine, the Comet, 
is showing reii rirka lily vv'ell, the last 
pocket struck having yielded if27, 000 in 
lour days. 

One of the ]iassengera bad a piece oi 
the ore of this mine wliich showed al- 
most as much of the yellow metal as 
quartz. Berner's Bay, which is about 
■1") miles above .lunenu, is being rapidly 
opened up and is said to be the richest 
gohl section in Alaska.' 

It ia believed that next year will see a 
remarkable advance in mining in Al 
aska. The Willapa brought down an- 
other large crowd ol^Cook Inleters who 
found the country greatly over-eatim 
ated. The Al-Ki, which is coming down 
at the same time, has a full number of 
miners from Cook's Iniet.

Froceedines of the Convention in Edinburgh 
•'I Yesterday, 

i:i)i.N-iu-ii(ni, Sept. 11.— At to-day's ses- 
sion of tlio British Trades Union Coii- 
gress it was ilecidod to send tv,y dele- 
gates to the American Labor Congress. 
It was also resolved that the British 
Trades Unions Congress will meet in 
Birmingham in 1807. - i 

The National .Union o£ Gas Workgrs 
and Geaefal.Laborers of: Great ^B^it^i.Qi 
and Ireland ' presented a resolittion op- 
posing theieinploymentof children under 
16 yieare old in factories and workshops, 
whicb was' adopted in spite of objectioua 
made. ... . . . 

On motion of the Miners' Federation 
of Great Britain and Ireland the follow- 
ing resolutions were adopted: "That 
the iiarliamentary committee bo in- 
structed to render all poaaiblo help to 
the miners in getting iiieiiibera to ballot 
on their eight lioiira' bills at the open- 
ing of parliament next session ami, 
during the session, at every siage of the 
bill to assist in whi])p!ng up members to 
attend their places in the House of Com- 
mons to support the bill." 

The Amalgamated Society of Railway 
Servants ])reseiited the following: 
"That this congress is of opinion thi'.t 
railway servants in the interests of 
themselves and the travelling public 
should not be employed continuously 
for more than eight hours or for more 
than forty-seven hours in anyone week; 
aho that i:he condition of hiring, which 
com ])els them to give their whole time 
to the service of the I'oni pany i'in))loying 
them without any j;uii raiilees of week's 
wages, is iiiei|nital)le. The congri'ss, 
therefore, instructs the p.ii liameiitary 
committee to introdiire a hill to parlia- 
ment at the earliest oj)portunity to 
limit the hours oi railway servants as 
aforesaid, and to render il legal all con- 
tracts which (lemaiiil entire service 
■ without the payment of a full week's 
wages." The molion was a^lo|)ted. 

The national union of ship carpenters, 
sliip assistants and warelionse clerka 
, submitted the following resolutions, 
; which were adopted : "That this con-' 
I gresB, recognizing the evil effects of the 
long hours of labor, welcomes the intro- 
' duction into the House of Commons, on 
I the initiative ul the national union of 
: shop assistants, warehousemen and clerks 
' of the shop assistants' hours regulations 
I bill which proposes a utiiloriij hour of 
closing all shops (except . ctofl'ee houses 
and |)laces of refreahnieiit) at seven 
o'clock on three days, at one o'clock one 
day and nine and teno'clock respectively 
on the other two days of tlie week. This 
I congress furllier calls iinoii all inomljers 
of the House of Commons to assist in 
passing the bill into law as being a 
measure urgently needed in the interest 
of shoo workers.

POPULIST WATSON. 

The Candidate for 'Vice-President he 
livers an Address. 

Kuii:, Kan., Sept. 11. — Thomas I". 
Watson, candidate for vice-jiresident on 
the Populist ticket, was the central 
ligure at the county fair iiero yesterday. 
!Mr. Wateon is accompanied bj' H. AV. 
Eeed, Populist national committeeman, 
who, it is said, is here to talk to the 
anti-Fopulist managers and make more 
reasonable terms for Watson's chances 
in Kansas. 

About 2,000 people, mostly farmers, 
greeted i\Ir. Watson when he began his 
sjieecli. The speaker said that the work 
begun six years ago had not yet been ac- 
complished ; instead, the situation was 
worse. The South and the West, he 
said, then made a written contract to 
agitato the tax (juestion, and he aakeil 
that the West fiillil its contract ami 
stand by the South. 'The time for the 
death of the I'oimlist party had not ar- 
rived, lie said, iind iwnlinued : 

" For God's sake do not desert the 
People's party now, when the great work 
has just begun." (letting to his nomin- 
ation for Vice-President, Mr. Watson 
said, among other things; "lam not 
seeking to Be taken on the Democratic 
ticket. I am no political beggar, nor is 
iny party. The 1 'e'liiocrats and Po])u- 
lists ought to unite. 'J'he ticket ought 
to be the St. Louis t.icket. Bryan, the 
Democrat, and Watson, the Populist. 
.\in't that riu'lit'.' (Cries of "That's 
right, tliat's right.") I say that is no 
surrender; it is a fair compromise. 

'' Turn me dortii and you lose Texas, 
T'eniiessee and Kentucky. To elect 
Bryan the People's party nominee for 
Vice-President must stay on the ticket, 
and I say Watson is going to stay." 

HOD CARRIERS' STEIKE. ' 

The Men Achieve a Complete Victory. 

Cii.K'.Mio, Sept. 11. — Th(^ strike of L'O, - 
000 hod carriera has eiuleil in an almost 
complete victory for the men. Few 
words were wasted in the resolution 
adopted by the Mason.s and Builders' 
Association, which puta an end to the 
hu'L'cKt and most stubbornly fought 
strike in the Iniilding trades this year. 
By gaining recognition for" the union, 
the bosses of the hodcarriers claim they 
won all they could have wished. When 
they started the strike over a month 
ago a scale of wages had been ,igreed 
UDon, but it will probably be the rate 
given by the bigeest contractors, who 
capitulated some time ago, 20 and 22 
cents an hour. The men returned to 
work pending a settlement of the work- 
ing rules.

At Salbane, 
on September 8, the insurgent Jlendez 
was executed, and at Porto Principe, 
Angel Nunez Torre and Alfredo Aldan, 
also insurgents, were put to death in the 
same way. Alfonso Tolon, a son of 
Samuel 'T. Tolon, the' American mer- 
chant at Cardenas, 'province of Matanzas, 
who was arrested last week at this port 
6n"board the Ward line steamer Seneca, 
i^ also a prisoner. The insurgents have
